In fact, the only way in which the I 


president can override a decision of this 
powerful official is by dismissing him 
aud appointing another man. All of the 
accounts of the government, except those 
which relate to customs and tho post- 
office department, are settled by war- 
rants countersigned by the fii^t comp- 
troller. Without his signature the pay- 


, ments cannot be made. 
; 
There are two autocrats in the post- 


• office department. Ono of them is the 
assistant attorney general. It is his 
function to decide whether matter of- 
fered for mailing is immoral or not. He 
acts as censor for tho people. Whenever 
a postmaster in any city is doubtful re- 
garding the morality of a publication 
that is sought to be mailed, ho forwards 
a copy of the suspected work to the third 
assistant postmaster general, by whom 
it is referred to the assistant attorney 
general. 


Very likely the latter may be too btisj 


to investigate tho subject personally, in 
which case he turns it over to one of hi 
clerks, who peruses it and marks an; 
passage which he considers indecent 
Thus the law lord has simply to glanc 
over the selected tidbits of impropriety 
and pass on them. The assistant at tor 
ney general also determines what mai 
matter shall be considered frandulen 
and be excluded as such from the post. 


The third assistant postmaster genera 


is himself an autocrat. He has authority 
to exercise his own discretion in depr/v 
ing periodical publications of the ad 
vantage of second class postal rates 
Publications intended for advertising 
purposes primarily are not allowec 
those rates. On account of tho "Kroutzer 
Sonata" a whole series of books, of which 
it was one, was shut out of tho mails. 


Publishers commonly get out vol- 


umes in series, because in this shape 
they go second class as periodical publi- 
cations so long as they.are issued at 
least four times a year. The decision

The autocrat of the department of 


agriculture is the chief of the bureau of 
animal industry. He has authority to 
kill any animal he may choose anywhere 
in the United States. When one of his 
inspectors reports that such and such 
cattle are afflicted with an infectious 
disease, he orders them purchased and 
slaughtered. The value of the beasts is 
judged by two appraisers, one chosen 
by the owner and the other by the bu- 
reau. If they cannot agree, they ap- 
point a third person to decide. In case 
a man refused to have his live stock 
thus disposed of, the police and United 
States marshals would be summoned. 


The payment adjudicated is made by 


nheck. The chief of the bureau's author- 
ity in such matters is absolute over the 
territories and District of Columbia. 
For operations in any state he must have 
the consent of the governor, but the gov- 
ernor's consent cannot be withheld be- 
cause he is in a position to coerce the 
state. If he chooses, he can quarantine 
the state, preventing all animals fronx 
going into or coming out for an indefi- 
nite period.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Wire as a Strengthened 


The method of strengthening copper 


eteam pipes by means of coiled metal 
•wire has been quite generally adopted 
in the Italian navy. The practice is to 
serve the tubes with one or two layers 
of wire wound under tension. The 
method is not considered applicable to 
other than straight tubes. The wire is 
of sufficient strength to carry the full 
load of steam, and the tension used in 
winding is about 1^ tons per square inch. 
The wire is put on in two or three inde- 
pendent spirals, and the ends of each 
are independently fastened to the flanges.

TW~Popalint Senators and Kepre- 


eentatives in Congress have issued an 
address to the people, and among the 
Senators who signed the appeal are 
Stewart and Jones of Nevada.

It calls 
attention to the fact that the arts re- 
qnire almost the total gold production, 
and the decrease in the volume of gold 
coins in circulation, as the result of 
hoarding has canned the metal to ap- 
preciate from 40 to 50 per cent. The 
repeal of tht purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act destroys silver as a money 
of ultimate redemption and debases it 
to credit money to float only by its re- 
demption m gold. The $1,100,000,000 of 
pjip-r and bilver now in circulation 
uiubt rest upon less than $100,000,000 in 
gold m the treasury aa available for 
redemption. The on)y reason for de- 
monetizing failver was to enhance the 
valne of gold and obligations payable 
in that money, and it is proposed to 
sell United Staterf bonds to buy gold 
to strengthen the reserve in the Treas- 
ury- National banks will use the bonds 
for baukiag purposes and issue their 
notes upon which the people must pay 
interest as well as OD the bonds. It 
asserts that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury surrendered the option to pay in 
silver, without consideration, to ex- 
porters of gold and then proclaimed 
that the Sherman act was driving gold 
out of the country 
The Sherman act 


interfered with the establishment of a 
gold standard and 
New York and 


London bankers and the United States 
and British Governments conspired to 
force its repeal. 


The address says the contest over the 


repeal bill ha the Senate continued 
until the gold power and 
Federal 


patronage could induce a majority of 
that body to submit to executive dicta- 
tion 
The gold press teemed with mis- 


representation, insult and abuse of un- 
purchaseable defenders of the people. 
Banks, Boards of Trade and the gold 
pres« demanded a vote without debate; 
the power of money was felt on every 
hand, and intimidation and threats of 
per jonal violence to Senators loaded the 
mails. Unusual and i ruel hours were 
resorted to to exhaust the physical 
powers of the silver advocates and de- 
prive them of the opportunities of 
spreading 
upon the 
record 
their 


reasons why the people should not be 
robbed for the beuelit ot money chang- 
ers. 


The address appeals to the people to 


study the silver question, and ends 
with this advice- 


"Trust no man who once betrayed 


you. 
Put no f.uth in any President 


who assumed diolatorul power. 
Do 


not bo overawed or intimidated by Wall 
street und the power of ihe national 
banks. When the people rise in then- 
might intrigue, cunning, usurpation, 
bribery and corruption will vanish be- 
fore them. A remedy must be sought 
at the ballot box Retire every repre- 
sentative who has been unfaithful to 
his truat, and elect only true and tried 
men to represent your interests in the 
great struggle now before us."

SUNATOH JONES WITH THE TOP- 


IIST'S. 


Officers in citizens' clothes have been 


detailed at Washington to guard the 
White House and protect the President 
from a crank, who is said to be at 
large in the city. A restaurant keeper 
trom Boise City, Idaho, 'whose name 
the police will not divulge, told the 
Chief of Poplice that a miner, who was 
out of emploj ment, said in his restau- 
rant that he was going to Washington 
and if the repeal bill passed uncon- 
ditionally he would kill the man whom 
he knew should be held responsible. 
The restaurant keeper said the man 
disappeared from Boise, and he con- 
cluded it was his duty to come to 
Washington and inform the authorities 
Upon his arrival he saw the miner 
lurking near the White House. The 
police do not apprehend danger, but 
they think it best to adopt precaution- 
ary measures. 


The story of the restaurant keeper 


may be true, but it seems improbable. 
He could have warned the police by 
letter as well as by going to Washing- 
ton, and as the alleged miner was a 
stranger to him he had no assurance 
that he intended to carry out his threat. 


As announced a few Vreeks ago Sena- 


tor John P. Jones has bid goodbye to 
the Wall Street 
Combination and 


joined the Populists. The Senator has 
been recognized for nearly twenty 
years as one of the greatest champions 
of silver remonetization.

resentatives in an address to the people 
of the country. In this they clearly 
state facts which are irrefutable, and 
tall the people" not to be intimidated 
by the money power, but rise in their 
might and assert their rights 
The 


igmedy is in the ballot and every Rep- 
resentative who has been unfaithful to 
his trust should be retired. 


Senator Jones as an avowed silver 


man could not consistently remain 
<vith a party, nine-tenths of whose 
Representatives in Congress are with 
the gold trust. He has been elected 
Senator from Nevada four consecutive 
terms, the last time almost unani- 
mously, because of his firm stand on 
the silver question, and now he goes 
with his constituents into the only 
party that is pledged unequivocally to 
restore silver to the position which it 
occupied prior to the demonetization 
act of 1873. 


It will now be in order for Morgan 


and Pugb of Alabama, Teller and Wol- 
cott of Colorado, Vest and Cockrell of 
Missouri, Harris of Tennessee, Bryan 
of Nebraska and Solid Silver Bland to 
join the Populists and endeavor to ac- 
complish when the next Congress con- 
venes what they could never succeed 
in doing in the old political organiza- 
tions.

Railroad accidents, like dull times 


and the grippe, seem to be prevalent 
in all parts ol the country this Fall% 
Some of the most disastrous on record 
have occurred within five or six weeks. 
The unfortunate affair of laet Sunday, 
which cost six lives and destroyed fifty 
or sixty thousand dollars worth of 
property, was the most disastrous that 
•ver occurred in Nevada, 


Sunday montiut; two freight trams 


one heavily loaded with fruit going 
eac t, and the other partially loaded 
going west, collided about six miles 
below Clark's (Station on the Truckee 
The collision occurred in a cut where 
the road curves. The trains were run' 
rung at a high rate of speed and upon 
approaching the cut, and but a very 
short distance apart, the engineers 
noticed the danger ahead, applied the 
air brakes and called to the firemen 
and others on the engines to jump for 
their lives. Then the engines came to- 
gether with a crash. All was confusion 
for a moment and a cloud of dust arose 
that hid everything from sight. As 
the dust cleared away those of the train- 
men who were able to get about started 
on a tour of inspection. They saw 
wreck and ruin on every hand—engines 
demolished, boxcars a mass of splinters 
and the fruit with which the east-bound 
train was loaded scattered about pro. 
miscuously. 


A HOBBIBLE SIGHT. 


This was not the worst sig ht that 


met their gaze. As they approached 
the mass of iron which but a few mo- 
ments before had formed the loco- 
motives, their blood ran cold at the 
horrible spectacle of a man hanging 
out of the side of one of the engines 
with the life blood trickling down his 
form. A closer investigation showed 
the person to be that of head brakeman 
Ed. Leach of the west-bound. He was 
caught by the legs in the gangway be- 
tween the tender and boiler as the two 
engines crashed together. 
There he 


lay with his head and body hanging 
over the side, his legs in a vice-like 
grip. One of the legs was pressed 
against the heated boiler and the 
stench and noise proved that the flesh 
was being cooked. As S. H. Rocky, 
conductor of the west-bound, who was 
the first to come up to Leach, drew 
near, the suffering man begged him to 
extricate him from his painful position. 
Rocky informed him that it was im- 
possible, when Leach asked that his 
legs be cut off and his body in that wise 
removed, and when told that there was 
nothing on either train with which to 
cut the legs off, he begged that he be 
killed with a rock or in some other way 
be put out of his misery. The unfortu- 
nate man hung there for fully an hour 
and a half, fully conscious of his sur- 
roundings, before death ended his suf- 
ferings. 
After death it was found 


necessary to amputate one of the legs 
close to the body in order to remove 
the remains. 


While the rest of the trainmen were 


in search of further human beings one 
man started for an Italian ranch near 
by to procure a team with which to get 
to Clark' g*" Station and telegraph the 
railroad officials of the accident. 


FIREMAN OIVENS. 


Was the nest discovered. 
He was 


found under the wreckage with his 
legs crushed and several bruises on his 
body. Willing hands went to work to 
extricate him and when he was taken 
out it was thought he could not live. 
He was removed to Wadsworth as soon 
as possible and died shortly after 
reaching there. 


Further search 
brought to light 


under what remained of an empty box- 
car on the west-bound, the mangled re- 
mains of four men, supposed to be 
tramps. They were brought to Reno, 
and from papers fonnd on them it is 
supposed their names were LeRoy 
Morris, Frank B. Smith, J. 'A. Williams 
and G. A. Trumbo. 


THE INJOBED. 


On tho east-bound train James Bird, 


engineer, had his left leg broken at the 
ankle in his jump from the engine, while 
his fireman, Tom Moraehead, was quite 
severely cut about the head and face, 
and received a number of bodily in- 
juries. T. O. Berry had his right arm 
cut, but not severely, and Wm. A. Vos, 
a tramp, received some bad wounds on 
the head. 


On the west-bound train the only 


ones injured to speak of died from the 
injuries, and, strange to relate, the only 
deaths were among those riding on 
that train. 


THE WRECKAGE. 


To describe the scene of the wreck- 


age is almost beyond the power of the 
pencil We will take the east-bound 
train first. The force of the collision 
drove the engine half way under the 
other. The first boxcar crushed com- 
pletely through the tender and lying in 
the cut along side of the engine with- 
out auy running gear attached to it and 
but very little of the sides and ends 
left intact; the next boxcar, half lying 
on the remains of the tender with the 
trucks scattered in all directions and 
the front end completely knocked out; 
the next in the road bed, but not on 
the track, with the tracks twisted and 
turned in all direction and the wood 
work badly demolished, while still two

more were off the rails with boxe.4 
damaged to a considerable extent. 


Then the west-bound. TOP engine 


stood on its hind legs, as it were, •with 
its body and fore part completely on 
top of the other engine, taking, of 
course, the other's head light, smoke 
stack, etc. The tender, apparently 
tired of carrying its own weight, got 
inside the boxcar following, knocking 
the front end and one side into 
splinters. 
The next boxcar took a 


shoot of about twenfy feet to the south, 
leaving the trucks in the cut, aiid ilsslt 
resting high and dry on the feteep banks. 
It was under this car the remains of 
the four tramps were found. The lost 
trucks interfered with the travel of the 
following car and it crushed into them 
and was thrown over on its side. There 
were-two other cars off the track, but 
not damaged to any great extent. 


As soon as it was possible a special 


train was started from here carrying 
Dr&. Bergstein and Thoma, and upon 
their arrival at the wreck did all that 
medical science could to relieve the 
sufferings of the injured. 


Wrecking trains _from Wadsworth 


and Truckee soon arrived, and the work 
of clearing the wreck was started about 
noon and continued during the night. 
It was not ulitil aboat 9 o'clock yes- 
terday morning that trams began to 
move. 


CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 


There are various rumors afloat con- 


cerning the cause of the catastrophe, 
but the one to which most credence 
seems to be given is to the effect that 
Train Dispatcher Mollen gave what the 
railroad men call lap orders—that is, 
he ordered the east-bound train to pass 
the other at a switch about two miles 
east of the accident, while he ordered 
the west-bound to pass the former at 
Clai-k's Station or about six miles west 
of the accident. Both trains were trying 
to get to the passing points according 
to their orders and met on the same 
track, with the the result that six men 
are now in the cold embrace of death, 
while others are suffering more or less 
serious injuries, and the loss of property 
to the railroad company is very heavy. 


Mr. Mollen, the train dispatcher, is 


said to be almost crazed by the acci- 
dent, and it has been necessary to re- 
move him to Pyramid, out of reach of 
all sounds resembling that made by a 
train, in order to quiet him at all. He 
is certainly to be pitied. 


The accident is said to be the most 


destructive to life and property thai 
has ever occurdd on this division. 


Coroner Brown will hold an inquest 


to-morrow, when probably all the facts 
in relation to the accident will be 
elicited.

- There-are 154 col- 
jamnB, devoted to this word and its com- 
biaatSdns. -There are 24-pictorial''ILki«- 
trationa. All in. all there are 237 differ- 
' cut-words t&aJo'-dTit of ci-CHfinvftidhhave 
to be defined, in the great Oxford Dic- 
tionary there are 11 pages given to this 
word, or twice as much as in the Cen- 
tury. 
In tho Century the study is 


highly fascinating. There are 14 radical- 
ly different sets of definitions to the 
word itself. 
The fundamental idea is, of course, 


the cross, the crux for crucifying, but it 
has come to have a variety of meaning 
as a monument, a crucifix, the atone- 
ment, the Christian religion itself, any 
suffering for Christ's sake, anything that 
thwarts or vexes, a mixing of breeds in 
animal breeding, a term used in chang- 
ing plants, a joint in a pipe, the acci- 
dental contact of two electric wires, a 
sportsman phrase for a contest dishon- 
estly decided. 


Then £afess becomes an adjective, with 


several meanings, as falling, _athwart, 
passing from one of two positions, per- 
verse, etc., to the other, being opposed, 
being peevish or fretful, ill tempered, 
thoroughly contrary, in the breeder's 
vocabulary. Then it becomes an adverb, 
meaning transversely or adversely. Then 
it becomes a verb, with all kinds of sig- 
nificance, from the running of a line to 
cross a thing, to cancel by crossing, to-; 
cross one's self in devotion, passing from 
side to side of a man, to go over a body 
of water, to obstruct, to cause to inter- 
fere, to cross plants, to hoist from the 
deck to its place on the mast any of the 
lighter yards. 


Then there is the preposition, in riding 


cross-country or walking cross-lots. All 
this with the simple word itself, which 
goes cavorting from the most sacred 
thought in the world to the breeder's 
and the sportsman's language of the 
coop and ranch. 


After this the mysteries begin. There 


are crosses—an&erated, arellane, bezan- 
ty, bretesse, catoosed, commisse, cre- 
nele, estoile, fitche, fleiiry, gringole, lam- 
beaux, moline, nowyed, nyle, quatre- 
foil, saltier, sarele, resarceled. 
Then 


there are the innumerable compounds of 
cross from 
cross-armed, cross-bated, 


cross-biter, cross-bar and cross-bun, 
through cTOSs-flucan, cross-ruff, cross- 
sower and cross-spale to cross-wort. 


Then there are a cross-grained set of 


crosses, such as crossarchinal, cross 
nrchus, crossette, crossopinal, crossop- 
terygia, crossopterygian, crossopterygi- 
dae, 
crossopterygii, crossopterygia, cross- 


opterygium, crossopus, crossorhined and 
croseorhininae. 


It is incomprehensible that a word so 


simple should have gone rollicking all 
over the earth, into tho bowels of the 
oarth, into tho depths of tho sea, among 
tho fowls of the air, the horse upon the 
turi', to card table, to the ships upon the 
sea, 
to tho fishes in their glee, to the 


sharks in their ferocity, to the architect 
and plumber, to the farmer in his har- 
rowing, to the railroad in its building, 
to the engine in its working, to the seam- 
stress in her labors, to the spider in his 
webbing, to the spinner at his loom, to 
tho lawyers in their pleading, to a shrew 
in her wrangling, to the gunner in the 
fort, to tlio miner at his lode, to the 
Turk as he sits, to the sword of the glad- 
iator, to tho expert with his telescope, to 
tho woman in her gazing and in hei 
dressing, to the athletes in their wres- 
tling and to the swindler at his arts.—A. 
E. Winship in Journal of Education.

0, 1889, page 3. The author of the ar- 
ticle, who has given it the title of "The 
Nonperpendicularity of High Towers," 
claims that the tower on St. Peter's ca- 
thedral at Kome leans 18 inches to the 
east.—St. Louis Republic.
